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WHO COULD BE 

$0 HEARTLESS? 

Disabled couple devastated by theft of mobility scooters

A DISABLED couple who both suf¬ 
fer a number of serious ailments 
have been left housebound after 
thieves stole their two mobility 
scooters. 

Roy and Joy Ashbee, from Old Harlow, 
were woken at 5.30am on Tuesday by a 
passer-by who told them their garage had 
been burgled during the night. 

The couple, both aged 78, were devastat¬ 
ed to discover their two electric mobility 
scooters worth thousands of pounds had 
been taken. 

One was later found abandoned in a 
nearby underpass after being smashed up 
by the thieves. 

Mr Ashbee, who has suffered mobility 
problems since experiencing complications 
after a hip replacement 10 years ago, is cur¬ 
rently undergoing treatment for prostate 
cancer, chronic anaemia, myelodysplasia, 
diabetes and kidney failure. 

He said his wife had been left particular¬ 
ly distraught by the thefts. 

“We are both disabled, though my wife’s 
symptoms are more severe than mine,” he

said. “She suffers chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease which means she cannot 
walk more than 10 yards before struggling 
to breathe. 

“When we were woken to the news that 
both our scooters had been stolen she was 
absolutely gutted. Without that scooter she 
cannot leave the house; it just seems such a 
cruel thing to do.” 

He said the damaged scooter would cost 
around £200 to repair, adding: “Unfort¬ 
unately I didn’t have it insured as I never 
expected to be in this situation. 

“They smashed up all the front of it and 
cut the wires, presumably to hot wire it, 
before dumping it on its side. The other one 
is quite a distinctive silver colour, so per¬ 
haps there is still a chance of someone 
spotting it and it being retrieved. 

“I never thought anyone could stoop so 
low as to steal what is obviously a vulnera¬ 
ble person’s mobility scooter. They must be

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Mythical champion to lead parade through town centre 


AN ancient Greek ‘champion’ will head 
a procession through Harlow town cen¬ 
tre this weekend. 

Sunday’s spectacular Sparks Will Fly 
event to celebrate the 2012 Games will 
see Boreas Zephyr - Greek god of the 
north winds - joined by more than 100 
local performers to complete the Harlow 
leg of his journey across Essex. 

Boreas, pictured far right, is current¬ 
ly on a journey around the county col¬ 
lecting giant beads which he will use to 
play in a spectacular fiery showdown 
against another ancient champion - 


Marina Mightier - at Hylands Park in 
Chelmsford on July 6. 

The game will coincide with the 
arrival in Essex of the Olympic torch. 

On Sunday Boreas will be presented 
with Harlow’s glass bead, which has 
been created by local arist Amanda 
Westbury and features miniature repli¬ 
cas of many of the town’s public collec¬ 
tion of sculptures, in Market Square. 

The fun gets under way at 1pm when 
the procession, led by Boreas in a chari¬ 
ot, starts from Gatehouse Arts in West 
Gate. Fifty dancers from Stewards 


School will be performing a choreo¬ 
graphed routine with a community band 
of more than 60 musicians. 

The procession will stop at the flag¬ 
poles in Market Square to allow Boreas 
to disembark from his carriage and lead 
the parade to the top of Broad Walk for 
a performance by the band of a piece of 
music created for the occasion. 

The parade will the continue on to the 
Water Gardens before heading back to 
the Market Square for the presentation 
of the bead, which is currently on public 
display in the Civic Centre. 


Entertainment will continue in the 
main stage area of square until 6pm, 
where there will also be a headphone 
party organised by Harlow Youth 
Council and a range of stalls providing 
refreshments and arts and crafts activi¬ 
ties inspired by London 2012. 

Lynn Seward, Harlow Council’s head 
of community and customer services, 
said: “The procession is going to be a 
spectacle not to be missed. This is going 
to be a fantastic event in preparation for 
the Olympic flame and torch relay com¬ 
ing to Harlow on July 7.”

Vince's name 
lives on with 
road naming 

AN "inspirational" Harlow resident 
has had a road named after him seven 
years after his death. 

Vince Dunn was licensee of the Marquis 
of Granby public house in Market 
Street, Old Harlow, for 40 years. He 
was also well known for his various 
roles in the community which included 
chairman of Harlow Cricket Club and a 
trustee of the Memorial University of 
Newfoundland. 

He died from cancer in 2005 but now 
his name will live on in Vince Dunn 
Mews, a new development off Station 
Road in Old Harlow 
The new road name was officially 
unveiled on Friday by Mr Dunn's sister, 
Lily Westlake, who is pictured, above, 
with Harlow Council chairman Mike 
Garnett and Harlow MP Robert Halfon. 
Council chief executive Malcolm Morley 
said: "When completed, Vince Dunn 
Mews will be an important part of the 
wider regeneration projects being led 
by the council and will secure six 
houses and six flats for people on the 
council's housing register."

AMBITIOUS plans to create thou¬ 
sands of new jobs by attracting med¬ 
ical technology firms to Harlow’s new 
Enterprise Zone were unveiled this 
week. 

The Anglia Ruskin MedTech Campus 
will see three sites set up in Harlow, 
Chelmsford and Southend-on-Sea in a joint 
venture between the university and local 
authorities. 

The Government-backed initiative, 
which was officially launched by Health 
Minister Earl Howe in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday, aims to create a UK 
hub for companies specialising in medical 
research, testing, manufacturing and clini¬ 
cal trials 

Each site would feature an ‘innovation 
centre’ and provide business networking 
and support services to enable firms to 
work alongside researchers at the universi¬ 
ty and medical professionals from the NHS 
in what has been envisioned as “one of the 
world’s largest health innovation spaces”. 

The project’s backers claim it could ulti¬ 
mately create up to 12,500 new jobs and 
help expand the UK’s medical technology 
sector by £1.2bn, although £500m of pri¬ 
vate investment will be needed to ensure its 
delivery. 

Anglia Ruskin vice-chancellor Michael 
Thorne said: “Our vision for the Anglia 
Ruskin MedTech Campus is as a globally 
leading centre for medical innovation, 
building on our world-leading research in 
subjects allied to medicine and the solid 
partnerships we have built up over the 
years with the healthcare sector and with 
industry.” 

Although the exact location of the 
Harlow campus has yet to be finalised, 
Harlow Council chief executive Malcolm 
Morley revealed it would be closely linked 
with the town’s Enterprise Zone sites in the 
Templefields and London Road industrial 
areas. 

“Harlow is a centre of innovation and 
has recently gained Enterprise Zone status 
focusing on medical technology, advanced 
manufacturing and ICT,” he added. 

“The Anglia Ruskin MedTech Campus 
is a great fit with the Enterprise Zone and 
the aspirations of the town, and it will 
leverage the town’s comparative advan¬ 
tages.”

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Passing cyclist may be a key witness to violent robbery 


DETECTIVES investigating a rob¬ 
bery during which a householder was 
punched in the face have this week 
released CCTV images of the sus¬ 
pects. 

The attack happened in Harlow 
Common shortly before 6pm on 
Saturday, May 12 when four men 
forced their way into the property. 

The 58-year-old occupant, who 
was hit in the face when he answered 
the door, suffered cuts and bruises.

Water supplier lifts 
hosepipe restriction 
on gardening firms 

GARDENING businesses have been granted 
a temporary exemption from the current 
hosepipe ban following significant rainfall in 
the area. 

Water supplier Veolia said a combination 
of exceptionally wet weather over the past 
few weeks coupled with a reduced demand 
had resulted in the first ‘positive’ recharge. 

As a result businesses whose income is 
solely dependant on gardening have been 
excluded from the ban for 28 days on condi¬ 
tion they only use the minimum amount of 
water necessary to maintain their services. 

“We are keen to help businesses where we 
can,” said the company’s water resources 
manager Mike Pocock. “However, we will 
not be relaxing the temporary use ban further 
as we need to conserve our supply of water to 
prepare for the possibility of a third dry 
autumn and winter.” 

The Environment Agency declared over 
half of England to be in a state of drought at 
the beginning of April following two succes¬ 
sive autumn and winters with below the aver¬ 
age rainfall.

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A MAN narrowly avoided being 
fatally stabbed when his heart was 
“nicked” by the blade of a pair of 
scissors during an attack, a court 
was told. 

Barry Thompson was taken to hospi¬ 
tal in an air ambulance where emer¬ 
gency surgery saved him from bleeding 
to death, a jury at Chelmsford Crown 
Court heard. 

The alarm was raised by his attacker 
- Barry Payne (46,) of Northbrooks, 
Harlow - who dialed 999 and told the 
operator “I stabbed him”. 

However, the jury was told that Payne 
could not give a reason for the attack 
except to say he heard voices in his 
head. 

Although Payne does not dispute he 
stabbed Mr Thompson, he denies 
charges of attempted murder and 
wounding with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm. 

Stephen Rose, prosecuting, said: “At 
about 7.45am on June 10 last year 
police received a 999 call and the caller 
identified himself as Payne who told the 
operator he had just stabbed somebody." 

Mr Rose said that he named Mr 
Thompson as the victim and gave the 
address, 

Mr Rose continued: “He told the 
operator he used a pair of scissors and 
wanted an ambulance to attend immedi¬ 
ately, but that he did not know why he 
stabbed him. He said he kept hearing 
voices in his head. 

“Two police officers arrived and the 
defendant opened the front door. They 
were shown to a small bed. Barry 
Thompson was lying on the bed. They 
could see blood on the bed covers. 

“Payne was saying ‘I stabbed him, I 
stabbed him’ and he was then seen 
drinking from a can of lager. Police 
found an injury to the side of Mr 
Thompson’s chest and to his thigh. 

“When he was asked where the scis¬ 
sors were, Payne said on the bedside 
cabinet. Mr Thompson was airlifted to 
the Royal London Hospital, 
Whitechapel.”

“not significant”. 

Mr Rose added: “Happily, Mr 
Thompson made a good recovery and 
was discharged from hospital on June 
17.”

THE green surroundings of Harlow Town 
Park were transformed into a sea of pink 
on Sunday when more than 2,000 women 
dressed in their brightest accessories to 
take part in this year’s Star-backed Race 
for Life. 

The dress code for the annual Cancer Research UK 
fundraiser was feather boas, pyjamas, all-in-one 
suits, bunny ears and fairy wings as toddlers, 
teenagers, twentysomethings, mums, grans, aunties 
and friends united to support the charity’s fight 
against cancer. 

Women of all ages, sizes, shapes and abilities 
walked, jogged or ran either a 5k or 10k course 
around Harlow, with crowds in their hundreds 
cheering them on and making their own donations 
to the cause. 

First to finish the 1 Ok course was Kelly Rowland, 
while Catherine Perry was first home in the 5k 
event. 

Event manager Claire Marmion said the 
atmosphere on the day had been incredible. 

“Race for Life in Harlow is a fantastic event and 
we are so very grateful to everyone who took part 
or supported our participants, as well as the 
wonderful volunteers who helped make the event 
happen,” she said. 

“Now the big day is over we are asking our 
supporters to take one last step by returning the 



money they’ve raised so it can go into vital 
research to help more men, women and children 
survive cancer.

A step in the right direction

I T started with a sore throat. Jack had 
been unable to eat as a result but he 
was a student living a typical student 
life. We were sympathetic but not overly 
concerned. 

After a few days Jack went to the doctors 
and they discovered the tumour. He was 
diagnosed with cancer of the esophagus 
and at 21 years of age was given a year to 

Standing at the start line next to 2,000 
other women taking part in the Harlow 
Race for Life on Sunday, I knew they too 
would be thinking of their own tragic story 
linking them to cancer. 

Some would reflect on that moment their 
loved one broke the bad news. Others 
would remember the heartbreaking tale 
about a distant friend. And some would 
think back to the terrifying moment they 
were told they had cancer. 

That's the problem with cancer. It doesn't 
typecast its victims and often strikes 
when you least expect it. Jack had been a 
healthy guy living as I and all our friends 
did, yet for some reason he was singled 
out. 

It was around the 5k mark when I started 
to feel the strain in my legs. The red faces 
around me indicated I wasn't the only one 
finding the hilly course demanding, yet the 
equally determined looks confirmed there 
was no intention of giving up - not on 
something that was still in our control. 

As anyone who has ever had a loved one 
die from cancer knows, the hardest thing is 
being so powerless. Endless Google 
searches for miracle treatments prove 
fruitless and prayers remain unanswered. 




It was a year to the day he was diagnosed 
that Jack passed away, surrounded by an 
incredible support group of family and 
friends. He lived his every last minute with 
good humour and couldn't have put on a 
braver, more dignified fight. 

Yet the battle should never have been lost 
and that is why I take part in the Race for 
Life each year. 

Like everyone who crosses that finish line, 

I know I am helping to fund the research 
that hopefully will make such losses a 
thing of the past. 

But I also use the occasion to reflect on 
happy memories of my friend and celebrate 
others who have survived the disease. I 
know that every painful step is one in the 
right direction.

Cllr Strachan was then the Liberal Democrat 
councillor on the panel and also a Staple Tye ward 
councillor, so he brought this matter forward. I was 
aware he was in touch with Ms Bartram and the 
school. 

County traffic engineers considered three solutions: 
a zebra crossing which could not fit the road layout 
because of nearby junctions, a mini roundabout at 
Tysea Road which would need expensive 
engineering and a vehicle activated sign (VAS) 
flashing the 30mph limit. The sign was installed at a 
cost of £12,000 from the panel’s 
£129,000 budget. 

We also took into account that speed 
cushions are to be installed on 
Commonside Road as part of the 
nearby Clifton Hatch regeneration. 
Further representations were received 
from the school and Cllr Strachan 
suggested the junction with Tysea 
Road could be raised to slow traffic. 
The county council has said it will 
consider this once a full evaluation of 
the effectiveness of the VAS has been 
made. 

Ms Bartram may feel frustrated by 
the time it takes to translate such 
wishes into results but dozens of 
requests from across the town, not all 
of them practical, have to be carefully 
evaluated and prioritised otherwise 
we could spend our small budget 10 
times over.

the bailiffs come calling

D EALING with bailiffs can 
be a distressing 
experience. The rules about 
bailiffs are complicated and 
vary depending on the type of 
bailiff. This article provides 
some basic information. 
Courts and public authorities 
should only use bailiffs as a 
last resort after considering 
less intrusive ways of getting 
you to pay what you owe. 
These include benefit 
deductions, attachment of 
earnings, and voluntary 
payment arrangements. 
Bailiffs are only instructed if 
you fail to repay your 
creditors after your case has 
been to court. They will 
threaten to take your 
possessions to persuade you 
to pay the debt, or take and 
sell things you own to repay 
your debt. 

An appointed bailiff can visit 
at any reasonable time but 
you don't have to grant 
access. 

Most bailiffs cannot use force 
or damage to enter your 
property but are allowed 
access through open windows 
or unlocked doors. However, 
bailiffs are allowed to force 
entry to collect unpaid 
criminal fines, income tax or 
VAT. 

After a bailiff has gained 
access they can re-enter 
without permission - using 
force if needed - with respect 
to the same debt. 

When seizing goods, the 


bailiff must leave the 
premises safe. In your home 
the bailiff has the right of 
access to all rooms. They 
cannot seize items belonging 
to anyone other than the 
person on the distress 
warrant, but jointly owned 
goods may be included. 

For most debts, bailiffs 
cannot remove anything 
needed for basic domestic 
living including lighting, 
clothing, bedding and 
furniture or items on hire 
purchase or rented. Nor can 
they take anything required 
for use in employment or 
business, although a bailiff 
collecting council tax, VAT 
and tax arrears may be able 
to. 

The bailiff may remove items 
immediately but more 
commonly will make a 
walking possession 


agreement, whereby seized 
goods legally belong to the 
bailiff and can be removed at 
any time. As long as 
repayments are made they 
will allow the goods to remain 
in the home. 

Seized goods are sold at 
auction. The bailiff is legally 
bound to get a fair price, but 
the resale price of 
secondhand goods are usually 
a fraction of the purchase 
price. 

Debt collectors are not the 
same as bailiffs and cannot 
take any direct action against 
you, apart from asking you to 
pay. 

If you believe a debt collector 
is falsely acting as a bailiff, 
contact the trading standards 
department. If you are being 
physically threatened, 
contact the police.

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Car that drives itself 


IT may sound like something 
from a science fiction movie, but 
driverless cars could soon be 
seen on the roads in America. 

A specially-adapted Toyota Prius 
fitted with video cameras, radar 
sensors and lasers to guide it 
around traffic safely 
has been unveiled 


by internet giant Google. 

And the high-tech vehicle could 
soon be seen cruising around the 
American state of Nevada after 
officials there allowed it to be 
used with a special licence. 

The car has also been given a 
unique red licence plate to make 
it stand out from other vehicles. 
Despite being controlled by a 
computer, the car has to be 
. carrying two people for the 
j licence to be legal. 

Bruce Breslow, the 


Department of Motor Vehicles 
director who approved the car for 
use on the state's roads, said he 
was confident the vehicle was 
safe. 

"I sat in the back seat first, 
looking at the laptop that shows 
what the vehicle is seeing," he 
told reporters. "My apprehension 
disappeared after about five 
seconds. 

"Once I felt confident that the 
car could see better than I could, 
they allowed me to get behind 
the wheel.” 

A prototype car, which has been 
tested in California, has already 
travelled more than 140,000 
miles without any mishaps, apart 
from when another car bumping 

( into it at a set of traffic lights. 
Other car companies are now 
working to get self-driving

Will's back to black for

MEN IN BLACK 3 (3D) 
certificate PG r 1h45m 

THIRD time’s a charm for the sharp-suited 
Men In Black, who rediscover their 
swagger 10 years after the lacklustre 
second instalment. 

Set largely in July 1969, MIB3 is a time¬ 
travelling caper which ties up loose threads in 
a neat bow, suggesting this could and perhaps 
should be the end of the Smith and Jones 
double-act. 

It would be an entertaining swansong for a 
franchise which burst onto the big screen in 
1997 and became one of the year’s biggest hits 
behind Titanic and The Lost World: Jurassic 
Park. 

Director Barry Sonnenfeld imbues each 
breathlessly orchestrated scene with impish 
humour, from a protracted kiss that churns 


stomachs to a slime-slathered skirmish with a 
giant fish. 

The film opens in the Lunar Max high security 
prison where a Boglodite assassin called Boris 
The Animal (Jemaine Clement) engineers a 
daring escape with help from his sexy girlfriend 
(Nicole Scherzinger). The snarling supervillain 
plans to travel back in time and kill the man 
who put him behind bars and shot off his left 
arm: Agent K (Tommy Lee Jones). 

The ripple effect causes Agent K to disappear 
from the future, heralding a full-scale Boglodite 
invasion of Earth. 

Having ascertained the past has been altered, 
Agent J (Will Smith) also travels back to 1969 
where he meets the young Agent K (Josh 
Brolin), who claims to be 29 years old. 

With assistance from the young Agent 0 (Alice 
Eve) and an otherworldly soothsayer called 
Griffin (Michael Stuhlbarg), J races against the 
clock to save his best friend from annihilation. 


Men In Black 3 initially treats us to Smith and 
Jones in full flow. Once the plot steps back in 
time, Brolin broadly captures the deadpan 
delivery and mannerisms of Jones's elder 
incarnation. 

The script largely ignores races issues of the era 
to concentrate on slam-bang thrills. Stuhlbarg 
threatens to upstage everyone in a quixotic 
supporting role and Thompson lends gravitas 
but invariably Smith’s wise-cracking and the 
imaginative production design are the constant 
sources of wonder. 

A couple of the showpiece sequences merit the 
eye-popping 3D format including a final 
showdown that inserts J and K into an iconic 
moment in history. 

As usual, visual gags include the flickering 
video wall at MIB headquarters which monitors 
alien activity on Earth and outs Lady Gaga, 
Justin Bieber and Tim Burton as extra¬ 
terrestrial visitors.

DARK SHADOWS In the mid-18th century, Barnabas 
Collins (Johnny Depp) spurns the advances of 
servant Angelique (Eva Green) and falls in love with 
Josette DuPres (Bella Heathcote). In revenge, 
Angelique kills Josette and transforms Barnabas 
into a hideous vampire and buries him alive. Almost 
200 years later, construction workers unearth his 
cast-iron coffin and the fanged fiend is unleashed 
in swinging 1972 Maine. While Barnabas 
acclimatises to the groovy customs of the era, he 
seeks sanctuary at his ancestral home with the 
latest branch of the family tree headed by 
Elizabeth (Michelle Pfeiffer). To restore the family's 
fortunes, Barnabas must risk the wrath of 
Angelique once again. 



THE DICTATOR Sacha Baron Cohen plays 
Admiral General Aladeen, tyrannical ruler of the 
African state of Wadiya. During a visit to 
America to address the United Nations about 
his nuclear arsenal, Aladeen is usurped by his 
duplicitous brother Tamir (Sir Ben Kingsley) and 
cast adrift on the streets.

Most property vendors will 
recognise the tremendous 
importance of ensuring that as 
many prospective buyers as 
possible see their property. After 
all, more viewings means more 
buyer competition thereby 
maximising your chances of 
securing the highest price the 
market will pay. 

However, whilst one always has to 
be fair, there is a lot to be said for 
strategic viewing! Good agents will 
advise their clients to be selective 
when arranging a time for 
prospective purchasers to view 
their home.

Is your property on a 
school route? If so, during term 
time, it might be best to avoid the 
morning and afternoon drop-off 
and pick up times.

has chosen a combination of stronger 
and lighter weight materials for the CX- 
5’s construction. This hasn’t come at the 
expense of safety, as the company is 
keen to stress that it’s spent 
considerable time fine-tuning crash 
structures as part of its Skyactiv 
philosophy. 

SUV agility is another area for 
improvement. The company wanted to 
ensure the CX-5 complimented and not 
blighted the reputation of the likes of 
the MX-5 roadster and 6 family car. 

The good news is that the engineers 
have largely succeeded, with the CX-5 
feeling uncharacteristically agile for an 


SUV Think of it more as a high-rise 
family hatch and you’ll get the picture. 
Weighty controls should appeal to the 
keen drivers while ride comfort easily 
rivals that of a conventional car. 
Despite the option of all-wheel drive, 
the CX-5 is no extreme mud-plugger 
but its behaviour should please those 
who tow. 

A lot of the CX-5’s on-road talent can 
be traced to its engines. This is another 
Skyactiv-themed element of the car, as 
the units offer low levels of 
consumption and emissions alongside 
above average levels of performance. 
The line-up starts with a 163bhp petrol 


motor for those focused on two-wheel 
drive motoring. Diesel power is a strong 
favourite among 4x4 drivers for obvious 
reasons - plenty of torque and sensible 
economy. Mazda’s take on diesel power 
for CX-5 is to offer two 2.2-litre units 
(148bhp and 172bhp). 

Among the various engineering tweaks, 
it’s chosen to fiddle with the 
compression ratios to maximize both 
economy and power, the end result 
being a very creditable 61.4mpg and 
119g/km CO 2 for the low power motor 
in two-wheel drive guise and 54.3mpg 
and 136g/km CO 2 for the high power 
unit when chosen with all-wheel drive. 
Performance is also brisk, with a sub- 
nine second 0-62mph time for the 
172bhp diesel and a 9.4 second time for 
the all-wheel drive 148bhp car. 

In practical terms the CX-5 performs 
very well. Mazda’s engineers have done 
a good job of balancing the need to 
reduce consumption and emissions with 
the desire to make the car engaging and 
interesting. That it rides well is a major 
plus and demonstrates that the firm’s 
Skyactiv-themed technology bundle is 
more than just a promotional hook. 
Staying with the practicalities of 
ownership, the CX-5’s cabin is up to 
Mazda’s usual high standards regarding 
fit and finish, while occupants won’t be 
short of space, especially in the back. 


Overall, the car’s cabin is as well 
screwed together and as comfortable as 
many of its premium-priced rivals. 

The CX-5 is also well equipped. Two 
core trim levels deliver a considerable 
amount of kit out of the box, with the 
base SE-L including a decent audio 
unit, MP3 player connections, 

Bluetooth, climate control, fully 
adjustable front seats, plenty of airbags 
and electronic stability controls. Sport 
adds bigger wheels, leather, reversing 
camera, upgraded audio unit and 
keyless entry. 

Each trim level can be boosted by an 
integrated TomTom-branded sat-nav 
while selected models can also be 
specified with a optional safety pack 
comprising lane departure warning, 
auto-sensing headlight high beam 
control and a rear vehicle monitor. 
Generous in many ways - equipment, 
performance, wallet-friendly economy - 
Mazda’s CX-5 promises to put the 
company on the shopping lists of cost- 
conscious motorists seeking a good 
balance of low running costs and 
premium-level refinement. 

With the promise of similar 
performance gains from other future 
models, Mazda’s new-found 
engineering talent shouldn’t be 
underestimated.

GB th-rivalry 
spurs 


THE quest to become the first British 
male middle-distance Olympic medal¬ 
list since 1988 moves into overdrive 
this summer as Harlow’s World 
Indoor bronze medallist Andrew 
Osagie and European 

Championships’ silver medallist 
Michael Rimmer go up against each 
other and a world-class field at the 
Aviva London Grand Prix. 

Both athletes stated their case for a place in the 
Olympic final with world-class performances at 
the Doha Samsung Diamond League last week 
with Osagie smashing his personal best, clocking 
1 min 44.64 seconds, and Rimmer narrowly 
behind in 1:44.86 - the first time that two Brits 
have ran sub-1:45 in the same race since 1992. 

Harlow Athletic Club member Osagie narrow¬ 
ly edged out Rimmer in Doha, and is keen to con¬ 
tinue his early season form at Crystal Palace on 
Friday July 13. 

“I like racing no matter who it is against, I pre¬ 
fer it when I get to race against the best in the 
world and Michael [Rimmer] has proved he is 
one of the best in the world over the past few 
years,” said Osagie (24), of Northbrooks. 

“The Crystal Palace Diamond League is the 
last big race [before the Olympics] in front of a 
British crowd, a crowd which is always the best to 
run in front of, so I can’t wait to be a part of the 
experience. A good run in London would set me 
up for the Olympics and I would love to win at 
Crystal Palace.” 

Rimmer is playing down the rivalry between 
the two, admitting that he is in charge of his own 
destiny as he looks to Crystal Palace to prepare 
him for the biggest summer of his career. 

“Any rivalry is a positive whether it’s between 
people from the same country or not. It’s what 
sport is about and makes things more exciting. 
For me it makes no difference where my oppo¬ 
nents come from, I simply try to concentrate on 
what I do best.” 

But before the Aviva London Grand Prix, the 
Brits will come face-to-face at the Aviva 2012 
Trials and Osagie is confident that despite the 
fierce competition, he has what it takes to secure 
a place at his first Olympic Games. 

“My strength is racing and for someone to beat 
me now they will have to be very strong. The 
closer it gets, the more realistic it becomes. It 
would mean a lot to me to be selected and to run 



well at the Olympics,” said the former 
Leventhorpe School student. 

“I often look back and think that if I didn’t win 
a small race back in Harlow when I was 15, I 
wouldn’t be where would I am now - so needless 
to say I’m glad I did.” 


But Osagie and Rimmer’s inclusion in the 
British team is not a foregone conclusion, and 
with Mukhtar Mohammed, Gareth Warbuton and 
Joe Thomas all in contention, Britain could send 
their first full complement of 800m athletes to 
the Olympics since Atlanta in 1996. 


Chambers and Co aid Britain hopeful Sam 


SPRINTER Sam Watts insists he 
is looking towards mixing it with 
the best athletes on the continent 
this summer - and is enlisting 
some Olympians to help. 

The 20-year-old Harlow-born 
athlete has begun the outdoor 
season in style, winning a 200m 
invitational race at the BUCS 
Championships at the Olympic 
Stadium this month - his time of 
21.16 seconds was just 0.06 off his 
personal best. 

That was only Watts’ third race 
of the outdoor season and, having 
gone on to win the Essex County 
Championships’ 100m title the 
following week, he has trained his 
sights on the senior European 
Championships in the Finnish 
capital of Helsinki this summer. 
And after spending some time 
training with British regulars 
Dwain Chambers and Marlon 
Devonish, the former 
Leventhorpe School pupil is 
optimistic about his chances. 

“I have been hitting personal 
bests in training and we are not 
even in full swing yet, but then

again running them when it 
matters is a different thing,” he 
said. 

“But I’m feeling positive because 


generally I have always run faster 
when I have been racing than 
when I have been training. 

“I thought I would be much more 
average than I have been, my 
100m has got so much better. I’m 
known for being a pretty awful 
100m sprinter, but I was making 
finals last year. 

“I used to be a very nervous 
runner, but I have spent too much 
of my career worried and not 
sleeping so I try not to think 
about it too much any more. 

“I have been working with Dwain 
and Marlon so I’m hoping with a 
bit of input from them and I 
should be improving my start, 
especially. If I can hang on to 
them racing in training then I 
should be looking good.” 

Watts’ European Championship 
bid has been boosted by the 
confirmation that he will be one 
of just 8,000 people to carry the 
London 2012 Olympic torch, 
courtesy of Lloyds TSB. 

And Watts - who will run with 
the flame through Bishop’s 
Stortford on July 7 - could barely 


hide his delight at the selection. 

“I was so pleased because it’s a 
once in a lifetime opportunity,” 
he added. “You train so hard to 
be the best you can be in your 
sport, but to be recognised in this 
way for what I do with my sport 
is a dream come true in that 
respect. 

“There are a little bit of nerves, 
but I’m just excited to do it. I’m 
not sure what to expect or what is 
going to happen afterwards. But 
it 100 per cent feels like my hard 
work has paid off in a sense 
because I wasn’t expecting it, as 
there are so many other athletes 
out there.” 

Watts competed at the 
Loughborough international 
meeting on Sunday and was 6th 
in the A-string 200m final in a 
time of 21.80s.
